This week has been the first unpleasant 
and very bad week for cotton thisseason. The 
sun has not shown its face in six days, and 
no picking could be done during the time on 
account of rain. The thermometer has aver- 
aged 46 degrees at noon. One day clear and 
pleasant, and six days cloudy and continued 
light rain, one night very heavy thunder 
storm with wind and rain. 

The market in New York this week has 
been active with a rise of 3 of a cent a pound 
and medium sales caused by the same reason 
given in Our last circular. At the close the 
market was dull, caused by a very tight 
money market, lower gold, and principally 
by the tightness of money in England and 
the fear of a rise in the Bank of England 
rate of interest, which is now 5 per cent., this 
last reason causing exporters to withdraw 
from the market almost entirely. This 
always effects the market in the winter, as 
when exporters buy liberally the market is 
firm, and when they withdraw the market is 
dull. The fear of a rise in interest in Eng- 
land is certainly well founded, as the Bank 
of England has paid out this week $6,000,000 
more god than the receipts. 

We find our temarks on the New York 
market of last weck would have answered 
exactly for this week. If we were operating 
in cotton this is just the kind of a market we 
should wish for, and if any of our fiiends are 
carry ing on any, we would remind them of 
the tide upon the sea how it rises and falls 
every minute, but in six hours it will be cer- 
tain to rise several fcet. This is the best il- 
lustration of our idea of the market for six 
months to come. 

The Liverpool market has been firm with 
large sales. As the cause has been the same 
as last week we refer our readers to our No. 
15 for the reasons. 

The receipts are so small there would be a 
very active and excited market in New York 
at this, time, if it were not generally believed 
that the epizootic was the cause of the re- 
ceipts being so small. We believe this is 
largely over estimated. In No. 14, we stated 
the recipts for November were 15 per cent. 
over last year same time, and if this rate 
was continued the crop would be 3,382,000 
bales. In No 13, we stated if the receipts 
for December, were 10 per cent. over last 
year, the total for five weeks would be 665,- 
000 bales. Now, it is almost certain the re- 
ceipts for December, five weeks, will be only 
600,000 bales. Has the disease caused the fall- 
ing off in the receipts of 13,000 bales per 
week? If so, we are still 5 per cent. behind 
for this month, of an average estimate. 
There is always some excuse for the receipts 
being small. Bad roads, low rivers, 
sick horses, or war. 
ceipts were 4 per cent. behind at 
the end of December, caused bya fall of ten 
cents a pound in the price and a belief in 
higher prices in the spring. In 1870 the re- 
ceipts were 10 per cent, behind at the same 
time, caused by a fall of five cents a pound 
in the price and the French war. In 1871 the 
receipts were full up toan average at the 
same time. In consequence of this crop being 
a week earlier than last and all other cireum- 
stances about the same, except the yeilow 
fever last year, and the horse disease this, 
we estimate the receipts will be this year 2 
per cent. on an average at the end of Decem- 
ber, making the total crop 8,400,000 bales. 
Our calculations for weekly receipts have 
been based on a crop of 8,500,008, and as this 
now seems to be too large, we have missed it 
and made our estimate much too large for 
the past two weeks. We have adhered to 
this because it seemed to us a conservative 
view, but find we are wrong and therefore 
hasten to put ourselves right again. Our 
estimate now is that 48 per cent. 
of the crop has been received, making 
the total crop 8,400,000 bales, which is our 
present estimate. Our readers will recollect 
that we always allow, in all our calculations, 
to add 251,000 bales at the end cf the year 
for shipments overland and Southern con- 
sumption. 

The tendency of the market is up; but the 
estimates for the crop, varying as they do 
from three to three and three quarter millions, 
make the market extremely sensitive, to 
much so that a very large or very small day’s 
receipts will put the market for contracts 
down or up from } to 1-2a cent a pound, 
and this right in the face of the fact that 
every one knows one day's, or even one 


amount. 
At this time last year gold was 8 per cent. 
the lowest of the season, and did 
not rise above 10 per cent. for four months. 
During the past summer we thought n likely 
the price might be as low this year 
but now we do not expect to see it fall much 
below its present point, and we have many 
good reasons for this opinion.
